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CHAPTER 514.

AN ACT to create section 60.70 of the statutes, relating to the
depositing of waste and rubbish in highways in towns and pro-
viding a penalty.

The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate and
Assembly, do enact as follows:

SecTioN 1. A new section is added to the statutes to read:
60.70 Any person who throws or deposits any weeds, sod, brush,
cans, machinery or other waste or rubbish in any highway
located in any town, without the written permission of the town
board, shall, upon conviction, be punished by a fine of not to
exceed fifty dollars or by imprisonment in the county jail not to
exceed thirty days.

SeEctioN 2. This act shall take effect upon passage and publi-
cation.

CHAPTER 515.

AN ACT to amend sections 5, 7 and 8 of chapter 38, laws of 1895,
and section 4 of chapter 286, laws of 1899, and to create section
16a of chapter 38, laws of 1895, relating to the municipal
court and the second municipal court of Bayfield county.

The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate and
Assembly, do enact as follows:

SecTioN 1. Sections 5, 7 and 8 of chapter 38, laws of 1895, and
section 4 of chapter 286, laws of 1899, are amended to read:
(Chapter 38, laws of 1895) Section 5. The municipal judge of
the county of Bayfield shall have cognizanee of, and jurisdiction
to hear, try and determine all actions and proceedings at law,
wherein the amount of debt, damages, demand, penalty or for-
feiture shall not exceed the sum of five hundred dollars, actions
to recover the possession of personal property, with damages
for the unlawful taking or detention thereof, wherein the value
of the property claimed shall not exceed the sum of five hundred
dollars exclusive of damages. The said judge shall have jurisdie-
